neapolis street car lines. 


"While competent former employe's 


are available," says tho report submit- 
ted to Secretary Baker aj head of thn 
national council of defense, "the Twin 
City Kapid Transit company should not 
engage, men who are at the time em- 
ployed or car. be used in farming pui*- 
suits or war industries." 


The report, which gives a history of 


the strike show.-, that several hundred 
former 
employes of the Twin City 


company remain unemployed. 
In Jan- 


uary, however, ihe commission asserts, 
the company advertised in Minnesota 
county newspapers and employed 23 
front the country districts to fill va- 
cancies on the street cars. 


The strike, the report continues, vir- 


tually had been settled by an order is- 
sued by the Minnesota state public 
safety commission, concurred in by the 
company and the men providing for no 
discrimination against the men because 
of union affiliations. A misunderstand- 
ing later arose about the wearing of 
union buttons by the men and several 
hundred considered themselves locked 
out whereas the company believed it 
was following tha safety commission's 
order. 


The report urges the men ro offer 


themselves for reinstatement and rer- 
ommenda that the company reinstate 
the men as to -wages and former status.

MR. HULL'S STATEMENT

HE CAPITAL TIMES prints on the first page of today's is- 
sue a statement on the taxation of war profits by Merlin 


Hull, secretary of state. The statement of Mr. Hull's is inter- 
esting and significant in more ways than one. 
Mr. Hull has 


been before the people of Wisconsin in a political way for a num- 
ber of years. He is no amateur at judging public opinion. Mr. 
Hull knows that the profits being piled up by big interests in the 
state while the little fellow is being gouged by high prices is 
causing a revulsion of feeling that is statewide. 


Mr. Hull has been one of the moving spirits of the Wiscon- 


sin Loyalty league. 
Viewed from this angle Mr. Hull's state- 


ment is also significant. 
Members of this body have re- 


mained strangely silent whenever war profits have been dis- 
cussed. Anyone who had anything to say on this subject has 
been branded as "disloyal" and "pro-German" or has "been ar- 
raying class against class" according to the sleek and portly 
members of the organization who have been building up huge 
profits.

SHOULD PAY IN CASH

HE CAPITAL TIMES has been asked by men working in the 
shops to say something concerning the manner in which 


the employes are paid. 


The men are paid twice a month and are paid by check. The 


fact that the men are paid by check causes great inconvenience 
to the working men since the bankers of the city agreed to re- 
main closed in the evening. The men cannot get to the banks 
during banking hours and the stores are reluctant about cashing 
their checks. 


It appears that organized labor is divided over the question. 


One element contends that it is against the interests and ideals 
of labor to ask that bank employes give up their Saturday even- 
jngs and work over hours. 


It would seem that the matter could be worked out to the

Peace on German'terms having been refused 'by the 


Bolsheviki government, Germany will again take up mili- 
tary operations against northern Russia. This resolution 
is reported to have been arrived at at a conference at im- 
perial headquarters between Emperor William and military 
and political leaders. Petrograd probably will be the ob- 
jective of the new invasion. 


The negotiations at Brest-Litovsk broke up in a stormy 


session, after which Leon Trotzky, the Bolsheviki foreign 
minister, enunciated a plan of "on war, but no peace." This 
was rejected by Germany, which holds that Trotzky's 
declaration ended the armistice on the Kussian front. The 
armistice expired Thursday. 


It is indicated in Vienna dispatches that the Central 


powers made peace with the Ukraine in order to offset their 
diplomatic defeat at the hands of Trotzky. It is reported 
that Germany will support the Ukraine against the Bolshe- 
viki. One German newspaper says that the Bolsheviki are 
moving against the Ukraine and there is little doubt that 
the Central powers will use all means to protect the food 
supplies which they hope to obtain from the Ukraine. By 
aiding the Ukraine, "Germany probably would not have to, 
bring from the we'stern front more than a few of the div- 
isions moved there recently from the east. 


On the northern end of the western front Canadian 


troops again have been successful in a raid into the German 
lines. The latest incursion was made north of Lens and a 
few prisoners and two machine guns were captured. French 
troops continue their raids in the Champagne and have 
brought back prisoners from, the German trenches north- 
west and east of Kheims. 


In the region of the Butte du Mesnil, east of Rheims, 


American and French artillerymen are engaging the Ger- 
mans in violent exchanges. South of La Dormoise, French 
batteries dispersed a strong concentration of German 
troops. On the Italian front, and especially between Lake 
Garde and the Piave the artillery activity has increased, 
but the infantry operations have been confined to small 
raids. 


Adoption of the reply to the 'address from the throne 


by the house of commons puts an end to the attack on 
the Lloyd-George government, which threatened to become 
serious. 
'The house passed the reply without division 


Thursday night, after all hostile amendments had been 
withdrawn or defeated. 


Efforts to crush German-made peace and other propa- 


ganda in France have resulted in the conviction of Bolo 
Pasha and he has been sentenced to be executed as a traitor. 
Bolo spent much German money to further his conspiracy 
and his activities not only touched French politicians and 
newspapers, but reached the United States.-
